As  in  the  past,  we  are  constantly 
involved  with  suppliers  and  their  agents 
to  obtain  the  best  prices  and  delivery 
possible. 

The  Buying  Office  will  also  generate  a 
separate  Purchase  Order  for  a  vendor 
not  on  our  Blanket  List.  This  can  result 
in  significant  time  savings.

He  also 
earned  the  highest  military  honour,  the 
Victoria  Cross. 

F.  Norman  Hughes,  also  a  1929  graduate 
and  former  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  played  a 
key  role  in  the  development  of  a  number 
of  Canadian  national  organizations  of 


pharmacy  and  earned  three  honourary 
degrees.  The  Faculty  building  carries  his 
name. 

Murray  B.  Koffler,  a  1946  graduate,  whose 
special  acumen  allowed  him  to  build  the 
largest  chain  of  pharmacies  in  Canada. 
The  Student  Centre  and  new  Pharmacy 
Management  Institute  carry  his  name. 

Other  Interesting  Facts:  The  Faculty  is  the 
largest  institution  of  its  kind  in  Canada 
and  among  the  largest  in  North  America. 
Although  it  is  only  about  30  years  old  as  a 
faculty  (1953),  as  a  permanent  educational 
body  it  goes  back  to  1882. 

The  Bowl  of  Hygeia,  which  decorates 
Faculty  calendars,  is  an  international 
symbol  of  pharmacy  that  traces  from 
ancient  Greek  times.  The  symbol  evokes 
the  Greek  goddess  of  health,  Hygeia, 
daughter  of  Askelpios,  Greek  father  of 
medicine.  The  bowl  may  be  interpreted  as 
holding  a  curative  potion,  while  the 
serpent  (also  an  attribute  of  Askelpios) 
has  associated  with  it  connotations  of 
healing,  immortality,  and  longevity. 

The  Faculty  may  be  the  only  division  of 
the  University  which  could  guarantee 
practice  places  to  all  its  graduates.
